Culture, art, and science do not trawel the same 
road with political competence. The gifts are dif- 
ferent. If we look with apprehension at the alien 
names on the judiciary of the world court, and in 
any world tribunal they must be strange, it is not 
because we questipn the culture of the lands indi- 

‘cated by these names. In some respects it may 
‘be higher than ours. But we do question the 
political competence of these countries, They do 
not look eye to eye with us at questions concern- 
ing government, 

Our objection to the world court of fixed judges 
is that nationalism is a thing which cannot be 
eradicated from the individual. Ghandi will remain 
an East Indian, Poincare a Frenchman; Theodore 
Roosevelt was an American, and Lloyd George, 
even when he is in opposition, is a Briton. 

There are judges in any given international dis- 
pute whose minds could operate without inherited 
bias, In another case that might be impossible. 
Nationalism in itself is a prejudice. 

We object to the United States committing its 
future, in big or little, to a fixed tribunal. The 
rule of overstrain is well recognized. Human 
nature is dependable to a certain point. Fortu- 
nate people never find a strain beyond that point. 
it is a crude way of putting it to say that every 
man has his price. 

In a scheme of international judicial decision 
In which the parties in controversy may select 
the judges they think fit to hear the case impar- 
tially there is a chance to escape these imponder- 
ables of nationality, which certainly unfit a fixed 
tribunal to hear all cases, 

If we could escape the imponderables of nation- 
ality, breed, tradition, and race we'd mot have half 
the wars we have. They are in part economic, 
but also in part emotional. 

Peopie as they are regimented by breed, race, 
nationality, and class are hostile to each other. 
They have different habits, opinions, and egotisms 
and varying interests.

It was only a short time ago that the state legis- 
lature enacted a new law regulating the sale and 
possession of deadly weapons. It was hailed as a 
drastic reform that would make things so hard for 
the gun toter that he and his kind would be wiped 
out. The new statute provides a maximum punish- 
ment of a $300 fine and a year’s imprisonment for 
any one convicted of carrying a concealed weapon. 
Yet the number of small fines and light jail sen- 
tences handed down is many times greater than 
the number of maximum sententes imposed. More 
often than not the defendant goes entirely free. 
The statute further provides that any one once 
convicted of a serious felony who within five years 
thereafter is found carrying a concealed weapon 
shal] be liable to imprisonment in the penitentiary 
for from one to ten years. As far as its purpose 
of ridding society of guntmen is concerned, that 
section of the statute might never have -. been 
written. 

It may pe the fault of the police that this law 
is not used to its full extent, but we are inclined | 
to think not. They arrest suspects time and again, | 
and time and again find them armed. They take 
them into court and prosecute them. It is to their 
interest to see that the maximum punishment is 
inflicted. 

We are inclined to think that the fault lies with 
Municipal judges, jurors, and civilians, who do not 
have to go up dark alleys, into dim hallways, with 
the other fellow always getting the first shot. _ | 

Enforcement to the limit of the law against car- 
rying concealed weapons is the only way that the 
policeman has of getting an even break with the 
gunman against whom he risks his life for the 
safety of society. Society, in return for its safety, 
sbould help the policeman get that break.

BACTERIA ON BILLS. 


A. E. A. writes: Subject: “ Bacteria 
of contagious diseases carried on paper 
money.” ' 

Is it not a fact that used or old paper 
money carries and transmits the germs 
of contagious diseases, the same as pieces 
of cloth, cotton clothing, etc.? Is it not 
also a fact that the public does not rec- 
ognize this and generally regards all 
paper money immune from contagion? 

The writer spent severa] years of his 
life as a bank teller, and from observa- 
tions I am convinced that the large ma- 
jority of people who count their money 
at the bank at the customers’ desk do so 
by moistening their fingers from the lips 
repeatedly during this counting. The 
druggist makes his daily bank deposit of 
currency, which probably includes por- 
tions of currency from the homes of sick 
patients suffering with dahgerous conta- 
gious diseases. At the foreign ex- 
change window at the bank foreigners 
buy their coveted drafts to the “old 
country,” paying in 
hoarded for months in squalid or infected 
districts. An epidemic of a contagious 
disease raging in some other city does 
not interrupt the daily shipments of cur- 
rency to other towns or cities where 
these banks have correspondents. And 
tomorrow one of these germ infected bills 
may be in milady’s purse or carried in 
your bill book. 

Has there ever been any measure tak- 
en to protect the public against this dan- 
ger? If there was an epidemic raging 
in a community would this subject re- 
ceive any consideration? 


REPLY. 
Fortunately, bacteria do not stand drying. 


Most of the disease producing bacteria die | 


promptly when they get on bills or other 
dry paper. Otherwise, old bills would be 
very dangerous. 

It is not cnstomary for health officers to 
pay any especial attention to paper money.
